More  people  hurt  after  refuel  refusal 

LARN  ACA,  Cyprus  —  The  hijackers  of  a  Kuwaiti  jumbo  jet  started  to  hurt 
l)assengers  Sunday  after  authorities  once  again  refused  to  refuel  the  ])lane  and 
also  release  pro-Iranian  bombers  imprisoned  in  Kuwait,  the  flight  engineer 
said. 

In  Lebanon,  a  pro-Iranian  gi-oup  threatened  to  kill  American  and  French 
hostages  if  any  attempt  was  made  to  storm  the  jjlane. 

The  statement  from  the  Islamic  Jihad  was  delivered  to  the  Reuters  news 
agency  in  west  Beirut,  along  with  photogra]5hs  of  journalists  Terry  Anderson, 
an  American,  and  Jean-Paul  Kauffmann,  of  France. 

“To  the  families  of  the  hostages,  we  declare  that  we  shall  execute  the 
Western  captives  in  Lebanon  if  the  plane  and  holy  warriors  (hijackers)  aboard 
are  subjected  to  any  military  foolhardiness,”  the  statement  said. 

In  Cyprus,  the  Arab  hijackers,  who  have  killed  one  passenger  since  seizing 
the  plane  Tuesday,  threatened  to  kill  their  captives  in  a  “slow  and  quiet 
massacre.” 

A  noon  deadline  passed  without  any  slayings.  But  one  minute  before  a 
second  deadline  expired  four  hours  later,  the  engineer,  relaying  the  hijackers’ 
messages  to  Larnaca  Airport  control  tower,  said:  “They’ve  already  started  to 
hurt  one  of  the  passengers.”  He  gave  no  details. 

The  hijackers  also  threatened  to  force  the  pilot  to  take  off  and  crash  into 
Kuwait’s  royal  palace. 

Candidates  vie  for  New  York's  attention 

NEW  YORK  — Jesse  Jackson  and  Sen.  Albert  Gore  Jr.  sounded  concilia¬ 
tory  notes  Sunday  as  they  campaigned  for  support  in  New  York’s  Democratic 
presidential  primary,  a  contest  in  which  the  active  candidates  often  had  to 
compete  for  attention  with  non-candidate  Mario  Cuomo. 

Meanwhile,  the  front-runner  in  the  contest.  Gov.  Michael  Dukakis  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  took  the  day  off  to  celebrate  Greek  Easter  with  his  family. 

Also  taking  a  day  off  was  Vice  President  George  Bush  whose  path  to  the 
Republican  presidential  nomination  is  clear  of  serious  opposition.  While  GOP 
rival  Pat  Robertson  remains  in  the  race,  the  former  television  evangelist  has 
conceded  he  has  no  chance  to  overcome  Bush’s  long  lead  in  the  race. 

Gore  and  Jackson  wei’e  interviewed  on  the  CBS  show  “Face  the  Nation,” 
and  played  down  their  differences,  which  have  appeared  more  heated  as  the 
New  York  campaign  got  under  way. 

Jackson  also  said  that  if  elected  president  he  would  not  meet  again  with 
Yasser  Arafat,  the  leader  of  the  Palestine  Liberation  Organization. 

More  than  1 ,000  arrested  in  police  blitz 

LOS  ANGELES  —  More  than  1,000  people  were  aiTested  in  a  weekend 
police  blitz  against  the  drug  dealers  and  street  gangs  who  are  responsible  for 
waves  of  violence  that  have  been  claiming  hundreds  of  lives  a  year  in  the  City 
of  Angels. 

A  1,000-officer  task  force  flooded  streets  in  gang  areas  F’riday  night,  and 
Police  Chief  Daryl  Gates  ordered  the  officers  out  again  Saturday  night. 

Between  Saturday  evening  and  1:30  a.m.  Sunday,  police  reported  481 
arrests,  almost  half  of  them  on  the  gang-infested  southside. 

About  190  of  the  arrestees  were  suspected  gang  members,  Officer  Joe 
Mariani  said. 

Task  force  officers  made  592  aiTests  Friday  night  and  Saturday  morning 
during  round  one  of  the  unprecedented  crackdown  on  gangs  that  have  terror¬ 
ized  neighborhoods  in  the  nation’s  second  largest  city. 

About  half  of  those  arrested  during  the  first  dragnet  were  believed  to  be 
gang  members,  police  said. 

Officials  said  figures  were  not  available  on  how  many  of  those  arrested  in  the 
sweep  had  been  released  by  Sunday  afternoon. 

Democrats  say  Huntsman  overspending 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Democratic  State  Chairman  Randy  Horiuchi  says 
Republican  Jon  Huntsman  is  trying  to  buy  the  GOP  gubernatorial  nomination 
with  a  $236,000  television  advertising  campaign. 

Horiuchi,  in  a  prepared  statement,  said  Huntsman’s  purchase  of  air  time  is 
the  largest  ever  for  a  Utah  governor’s  race. 

“This  type  of  intense  advertising  is  frightening,  and  is  astounding,  coming 
this  early  in  a  campaign,”  Horiuchi  said. 

But  Huntsman  aides  say  the  millionaire  industrialist  is  simply  doing  what  he 
must  to  get  his  name  before  voters.  Huntsman,  a  long-time  activist  behind  the 
scenes  in  the  state  Republican  Party,  is  not  well  known  generally,  said

Poll  has  Huntsman  leading  Bangerter 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Republican  Jon  Huntsman  has  widened  his  lead  over 
Gov.  Norm  Bangerter  in  a  newspaper  poll  assessing  their  battle  for  the  GOP 
gubernatorial  nomination. 

Huntsman  leads  Bangerter  by  8  percent,  48-40,  in  the  survey  published 
Sunday  by  the  Salt  Lake  Tribune.  That  marks  a  gain  of  5  percent  over  a 
Tribune  poll  published  three  weeks  ago,  just  after  Huntsman  entered  the  race. 

The  survey,  conducted  by  Bardsley,  Hardison  &  Neidhart,  also  indicates 
that  Democrat  Ted  Wilson  continues  to  hold  a  substantial  lead  over  either 
Republican.  Wilson,  former  mayor  of  Salt  Lake  City,  held  a  56  percent  to  30 
percent  edge  over  Bangerter  and  a  54-32  percent  lead  over  Huntsman. 

The  Huntsman-Bangerter  results  were  based  on  a  telephone  survey  con¬ 
ducted  Thursday  with  196  registered  voters  and  has  an  eiTor  margin  of  7 
percent  plus  or  minus.  The  results  involving  all  four  gubernatorial  candidates 
were  based  on  interviews  with  339  registered  voters,  also  done  Thursday,  and 
has  an  error  margin  of  5.3  percent.

Bishop  found  competent

kSALT  LAKE  CITY  -  In  a  Friday 
hearing  three  court  ai)|3ointecl  jjsychi- 
atri.^sts,  said  Arthur  (jary  Bishop  is 
competent  to  decide  to  stop  appealing 
his  death  sentence. 

3rd  District  Court  Judge  James  S. 
Sawaya  will  continue  hearing  evi¬ 
dence  next  Friday,  and  is  expected  to 
rule  on  Bishop’s  competency  then. 

The  hearing  was  continued  at  the 
request  of  Bishop’s  lawyers  Joan 
Watt  and  Elizabeth  Bowman.  Bow¬ 
man  said  psychiatrists  needed  time  to 
review  medical  and  psychiatric 
records  on  Bishop  which  the  state 
prison  refused  release  until  ordered 
to  by  the  court  Friday. 

Bishop  submitted  a  motion  to  halt 
appeals  to  the  Utah  Supreme  Court  in 
March.  If  the  motion  is  granted.  Watt 
and  Bowman  would  have  to  be  dis¬ 
missed.  They  could  not  halt  appeals 
because  their  law  firm’s  policy  is  to 
fight  capital  punishment  in  all  cases. 

Bishop  received  the  death  penalty 
in  1984  foi'  the  sex-related  kidnap¬ 
pings  and  slayings  of  five  young  boys. 
Before  appeals  of  the  sentence  can  be 
stopped  Bishop  must  be  proven  men¬ 
tally  competent  to  make  the  decision. 

Bishop  is  allowed  to  participate  in 
his  competency  hearing,  but  he  made 
only  one  statement  during  testimony 
Friday. 

“I  don’t  think  that  because  a  person 


wants  to  waive  all  right  to  other  ap¬ 
peals  that  he  waives  all  right  to  per¬ 
sonal  privacy,”  Bishop  said.  “I’d  ap¬ 
preciate  it  if  questions  could  be  more 
relevant.” 

Bishop  was  apparently  referring  to 
questions  attorneys  asked  Dr.  Louis 
Moench  about  Bishop’s  homosexual 
pedophilia. 

Moench  said  an  abnormal  sexual 
orientation  was  Bishop’s  only  mental 
disorder,  and  this  would  not  effect  his 
ability  to  think  rationally. 

Bowman  asked  all  three  psychia¬ 
trists  if  Bishop’s  wish  to  be  executed 
quickly  could  be  a  back  door  suicide 
attempt. 

All  three  said  Bishop  did  not  seem 
to  have  suicidal  tendencies. 

Dr.  Breck  Lebegue,  a  forensic  psy¬ 
chiatrist,  said  the  reasons  Bishop 
wishes  to  be  executed  fall  into  three 
categories:  moral,  religious  and 

philosophical. 

Breck  said,  morally.  Bishop  be¬ 
lieves  the  death  penalty  is  the  proper 
punishment  for  his  crimes  and,  reli¬ 
giously,  the  only  way  he  can  attain 
forgiveness. 

Both  Breck  and  Moench  said 
Bishop  was  influenced  philosophically 
by  a  pro-capital  punishment  essay 
written  by  H.  L.  Mencken. 

Based  on  that  essay,  and  observa¬ 
tions  of  Pierre  Dale  Selby’s  execu¬ 
tion,  Bishop  believes  his  death  would 
be  an  emotional  catharsis  for  the 
families  of  his  victims,  Moench  said.

Dr.  Michael  Maughan,  a  psychologist  at  the  Counseling 
and  DeveloiJinent  Center,  says  that  the  best  way  to  re¬ 
lieve  the  stress  associated  with  finals  is  to  simply  deal  with 
one  project  at  a  time.

pygmy  cousin  of  Tyrannosaurus  rex, 
scientists  say. 

The  skull  was  found  on  a  southeast 
Montana  farm  46  years  ago  by  a  mu¬ 
seum  expedition,  but  was  misidenti¬ 
fied  as  a  gorgosaur,  a  relatively  primi¬ 
tive,  common  carnivore,  scientists 
said.  The  new  genus  has  been  named 
Nanotyrannus,  or  “pygmy  tyrant,” 
by  the  three  scientists  who  discov¬ 
ered  it. 

“This  animal  is  so  different  from 
any  other  meat-eater  that  it  merits  its 
own  branch  of  the  tyrannosaur  family 
tree,”  said  Robert ’T.  Bakker,  adjunct 
curator  of  paleontology  at  the  U  ni  ver- 
sity  of  Colorado  in  Boulder. 

Bakker  said  he  found  the  skull,  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  the  only  Nanotyrannus 
specimen,  while  rummaging  around 
the  museum’s  basement  last  spring. 

“The  best  place  in  North  America 
to  find  new  (kinds)  of  dinosaurs . .  .is  to 


look  in  basements,  he  said.  “There  are 
never  enough  scientists  to  study  spec¬ 
imens  as  soon  as  they  come  out  of  the 
crate.  This  came  out  of  the  crate  in 
1942.  But  no  one  did  a  detailed 
study.” 

Tyrannosaurus  rex  roamed  the 
Earth  some  60  million  years  ago. 
Nanotyrannus  resembled  the  bigger 
dinosaur,  but  was  about  one-third  as 
large  and  one-tenth  as  heavy.  It  prob¬ 
ably  weighed  less  than  1,000  pounds, 
stood  about  10  feet  tall,  walked  on  its 
hind  legs  and  measured  about  17  feet 
from  nose  to  tail,  Bakker  said. 


AIDS  increasing  in  Europe

GENEVA  — The  number  of  AIDS 
cases  reported  by  European  coun¬ 
tries  to  the  World  Health  Organiza¬ 
tion  more  than  doubled  during  last 
year,  the  U.N.  agency  said  Friday. 

The  WHO  weekly  newsletter  said 
28  countries  had  reported  10,181 
cases  as  of  Dec.  31,  1987,  represent¬ 
ing  a  124  percent  increase  from  the 
4,549  cases  reported  a  year  earlier. 

The  highest  European  per  capita 
rate  was  registered  in  France,  with 
55.3  cases  per  million  population,  fol¬ 


lowed  by  Switzerland  with  53.8  ] 
million  and  Denmark  with  44.7 
million. 

This  compares  with  a  rate  in 
United  States  of  216  per  million  po 
lation,  WHO  said. 

The  Netherlands  reported  a  rate 
28.8  cases  per  million  population,  B; 
gium  28,  and  West  Germany  27.4. 

Among  the  East  bloc  countri 
Czechoslovakia  and  Hungary 
ported  the  highest  number  of  cas 
eight  each,  for  rates  of  0.5  and  i 
cases  per  million  population,  resp 
tively,  WHO  said.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Utah’s  political  caucuses  April 
25  will  provide  the  first  test  of  strength  in  the  showdown 
between  Gov.  Norm  Bangerter  and  industrialist  Jon 
Huntsman  for  the  Republican  nomination. 

It  is  at  the  caucuses,  formerly  called  mass  meetings, 
that  state  convention  delegates  are  elected  and  both  cam¬ 
paigns  are  hoping  for  an  early  show  of  strength. 

“Potentially,  the  nomination  could  be  won  at  the  state 
convention,”  said  Bangerter  campaign  manager  David 
Buhler.  “I  think  it’s  unlikely  that’s  going  to  happen,  but 
we  want  to  get  as  many  delegates  as  we  can.” 

To  win  the  nomination  outright  at  the  June  convention, 
a  candidate  must  win  at  least  70  percent  of  the  delegates. 


Huntsman  cam]Daign  aide  John  Romney,  who  is  helping 
prepare  for  the  caucuses,  said  that  eliminating  Bangerter 
at  the  convention  is  very  unlikely,  but  a  goal  worth  pursu¬ 
ing. 

“We’re  doing  everything  possible  to  take  a  victory  (at 
the  convention),  but  we  feel  realistically  there  will  proba¬ 
bly  be  a  primary,  but  we’re  shooting  for  the  70  percent,” 
said  Romney,  whose  brother,  Vern  Romney,  lost  the 
1976  governor’s  race  to  Democrat  Scott  Matheson. 

With  Huntsman’s  entry  into  the  race  the  governor’s 
contest  easily  will  dominate  the  caucuses. 

The  state  Republican  Party  earlier  had  planned  a  presi¬ 
dential  ]3reference  straw  vote,  but  dropped  the  idea  after 
Vice  President  George  Bush  eliminated  his  competitors, 
said  state  GOP  Chairman  Craig  Moody.

Brad  Bishop,  a  junior  from 
Wauwatosa,  Wis.,  majoring  in  family 
sciences,  said  he  studies  better  in  the 
summer.  He  said  that  when  he  goes 
outside  after  studying  it  makes  him 
much  happier  to  study. 

Spring  and  Summer  Terms  also  af¬ 
fect  on-campus  housing.  According  to 
Harold  Redd,  director  of  housing, 
there  are  5,900  students  living  in  on- 
campus  housing  Winter  Semester. 
Last  spring  enrollement  for  housing 
was  1,360. 

The  number  of  students  enrolled 
for  student  housing  in  the  summer 
goes  up  slightly  from  the  spring,  said 
Redd.  He  says  this  is  because  of  the 
entering  freshmen  in  the  summer 
months.  Local  businesses  also  notice 
when  spring  has  arrived. 

One  of  the  worst  things  about  stu¬ 
dents  leaving  is  the  turnover  of  em¬ 


ployees  and  having  to  rehire  or  find 
summer  help,  said  Holly  Romney, 
general  manager  of  a  local  Mexican 
restaurant. 

“We  experience  a  little  bit  of  a  drop 
in  business  in  the  summer,”  she  said. 
The  lunch  and  early  evening  crowds 
are  much  the  same,  but  they  lose  a  lot 
of  their  late-night  business  crowd 
when  the  students  have  gone. 

Shauna  Rossin,  a  local  pizza  restau¬ 
rant  assistant  manager,  said  the  stu¬ 
dents  have  a  great  influence  on  busi¬ 
ness,  but  that  the  summer  months 
hurt  their  business  less  and  less  each 
year. 

There  are  good  things  to  having  the 
students  leave,  said  Rossin.  She  says 
they  don’t  have  as  many  hassles  with 
students  in  the  summer  months  and 
they  can  also  deal  with  the  residential 
customers  better.

Pay  on  time 

Notice  that  an  extension  of  time  to 
file  is  not  an  extension  of  time  to  pay. 
You  must  make  an  estimate  of  your 
tax  for  the  year  and  pay  any  tax  due 
with  Form  4868.  Interest  will  be 
charged  on  taxes  not  paid  by  April  15, 
even  if  you  get  an  extension  of  time 
for  filing.  For  the  period  of  Jan.  1 
through  Sept.  30, 1987,  interest  is  fig¬ 
ured  at  an  annual  rate  of  nine  percent. 
For  the  period  of  Oct.  1  through  Dec. 
31,  1987,  interest  is  figured  at  an  an¬ 
nual  rate  of  ten  percent.  The  interest 
is  compounded  daily. 

Penalties  exist 

If  you  don’t  file  your  return  by 
April  15  (including  extensions),  you 
may  have  to  pay  a  failure-to-file 
penalty.  The  penalty  is  based  on  the 
tax  not  paid  by  the  due  date  and  is  five 
percent  for  each  month  or  part  of  a 
month  that  the  return  is  late. 

You  will  have  to  pay  a  failure-to- 
pay  penalty  for  one-half  of  one  per¬ 
cent  of  your  unpaid  taxes  for  each 
month  or  part  of  a  month  after  April 
15  in  addition  to  the  interest  dis¬ 
cussed  above.  Both  of  the  above 
penalties,  however,  cannot  be  more 
than  25  percent  of  your  tax. 


Other  penalties  include  the  follow¬ 
ing;  penalty  for  understatement  of 
more  than  10  percent  of  the  correct 
tax,  failure  to  supply  Social  Security 
number  ($5  for  each  occurrence)  and 
penalty  for  a  frivolous  return  ($500). 

Amending  returns 

If,  after  you  have  filed  your  return, 
you  find  that  you  did  not  report  some 
income,  you  claimed  deductions  or 
credits  you  should  not  have  claimed  or 
you  did  not  claim  deductions  you  de¬ 
served,  you  should  correct  your  re¬ 
turn. 

Use  Form  1040X  to  correct  the  in¬ 
come  vou  have  already  filed  on  federal 
forms  1040,  1040A  or  1040EZ.  To 
amend  your  state  return,  use  the  reg¬ 
ular  forms  and  write  ‘Amended  Re¬ 
turn’  on  the  top. 

You  should  wait  10  weeks  before 
filing  your  amended  return  if  you  are 
expecting  a  refund.  However,  if  you 
will  owe  more  taxes  as  a  result  of  your 
amended  return,  you  should  file  your 
amended  return  immediately  to  avoid 
paying  interest. 

There  is  no  penalty  for  filing  late  if 
you  are  expecting  a  refund,  but  be 
sure  that  your  calculation  is  correct. 
Keep  a  copy  of  your  return  —  it  will 
be  helpful  in  amending  filed  returns 
or  i^reparing  future  returns.

Urges  living  with  prayer,  scripture  and  spiritual  guidance

Although  spiritual  darkness  may 
capture  people  momentarily,  Elder  J. 


Thomas  Fyans  said  that  humility,  re¬ 
pentance  and  obedience  are  the  only 
ways  to  escape  the  bondage. 

“The  fuel  for  our  eternal  journey 
can  be  prayer,  scriptural  truths  and 


the  companionship  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
through  partaking  of  the  sacrament,” 
said  Elder  Fyans,  a  member  of  the 
First  Quorum  of  the  Seventy  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  at  Sunday  night’s  17-Stake 
Fireside  in  the  Marriott  Center. 

“Pride,  envy  and  wickedness  will 
not  pull  us  down,”  he  said. 

Elder  Fyans  compared  the  heights 
and  depths  in  people’s  lives  to  a  jour¬ 
ney  between  Mount  Whitney,  one  of 
the  highest  peaks  in  the  United 
States,  and  the  lowest  point  in  the 
United  States,  Death  Valley. 

“Satan  has  for  thousands  of  years 
refined  his  devious  tactics  as  he  de¬ 
signed  to  capture  our  attention,”  he 
said.  “He  convinces  even  intelligent 
creatures  to  walk  in  paths  covered 
with  roots  and  brambles,  hoping  to 
trip  us,  that  we  might  fall,  sinking 
into  the  gloom  of  his  power.” 

Elder  Fyans  said  one  of  the  ways  to 
escape  Satan’s  trappings  is  through  a 
soft  heart.  . 

“Hardening  of  the  heart  can  be  just 
as  dangerous  to  one’s  spiritual  health 
as  hardening  of  the  arteries  is  to  one’s 
physical  health,”  he  said.  “Hardening 
of  the  arteries  can  cause  physical 
death.  Hardening  of  the  heart  can 
cause  a  more  serious  death  —  the 
death  of  the  spirit.” 

Pride,  envy,  and  sin  also  pull  people 
down  the  hill  into  the  depths  of  spiri¬ 
tual  death,  according  to  Elder  Fyans. 

“As  we  take  inappropriate  pride  in 
our  earthly  accumulations,  we  dis¬ 
tance  ourselves  from  Him  who  is  the 
fountain  of  all  that  is  good,  and  we 
have  started  our  descent  clown  the 
mountain  side,”  he  said. 

People  must  forget  their  pride  in 
human  accomplishments,  said  Elder 
Fyans. 

“As  we  look  about  and  find  others 
who  have  fine  homes  and  cars  and 


boats,  and  we  observe  our  own  pos¬ 
sessions,  the  eye  of  envy  purges  hu¬ 
mility  from  our  hearts,  then  we  slip 
down  farther  into  the  valley,”  he  said. 

According  to  Elder  Fyans,  some 
people  continue  in  this  pattern  expe¬ 
riencing  ascension  and  descension 
without  ever  learning. 

“Or  we  can  struggle  up  the  moun¬ 
tain  side  of  life,  observing,  learning 
and  acquiring  spiritual  character  that 
would  position  us  on  the  mountain 
peak  of  spiritual  peace  and  prosperity 
where  we  can  see  to  the  eternities  and 
enjoy  the  companionship  of  the  Holy 
Spii^t,”  he  said. 

Elder  Fyans  suggested  a  daily  and 
weekly  program  for  being  spiritually 
attuned. 

“The  heavens  want  to  communicate 
with  us  and  lift  us  heavenward.  Our 
responsibility  is  to  tune  in  the  proper 
channel,”  he  said.  “So,  I  suggest  to 
you  that  you  pray  daily,  morning  and 
night.” 

Elder  Fyans  said  that  if  people  talk 
a  problem  over  with  someone  they 
respect  then  they  are  given  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  other  person’s  wisdom. 

“Who  better  to  talk  with  concern¬ 
ing  our  challenges  and  plans  than  the 
wisest  of  all,  our  Heavenly  Father,” 
he  said. 

Daily  scripture  study  will  also 
bring  a  great  spiritual  return,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Elder  Fyans. 

“The  ever  constant  taking  in  of 
spiritual  truths  will  bring  sinew  and 
muscle  to  carry  us  forward  and  up¬ 
ward  in  the  pursuit  of  life  in  its  eternal 
journey,”  he  said. 

The  sacrament  is  a  weekly  opportu¬ 
nity  to  ponder  and  meditate  said  El¬ 
der  Fyans.

The  committee  also  recommended 
that  J oy  Carpenter  be  given  a  reason¬ 
able  amount  of  time  to  find  child  care 
for  her  2-year-old.  '  ’ 

The  recommendations  were  sent  to 
WSC  President  Stephen  Nadauld, 
who  will  have  seven  days  to  make  a 
final  decision. 

“Fm  not  shocked,  but  I’m  sad,”  said 
Carpenter,  who  has  been  taking  her 
daughter,  Lauren,  to  the  information 
booth  since  the  girl  was  a  month  old. 

College  officials  say  they  initially 
allowed  the  child  in  the  booth  because 
she  was  recuperating  from  surgery. 

Carpenter,  a  full-time  information 
specialist,  contends  no  one  made  a 
fuss  about  Lauren  until  late  last  year 
when  the  mother  tried  to  establish  an 
accountability  system  on  parking 
ticket  revenue. 

But  officials  say  the  aiTangement 
allowing  Lauren  in  the  booth  was 
temporary,  and  on  Jan.  1  they  or¬ 
dered  Carpenter  to  remove  her 
daughter.

LEHI  —  While  the  controversy 
raged  over  Alan  Hadfield’s  conviction 
for  child  sexual  abuse,  Joyce  Soqui 
decided  to  do  something  to  help 
brighten  his  children’s  future  —  form 
a  trust  fund. 

Hadfield,  36,  was  convicted  in  De¬ 
cember  on  seven  child  sex  abuse 
charges  after  his  12-year-old  son  and 
10-year-old  daughter  alleged  he  sexu¬ 
ally  molested  and  sodomized  them. 

But  Soqui  wondered  what  would 
become  of  the  children,  who  seemed 
to  her  like  forgotten  victims. 

“I  felt  somebody  had  to  help  those 
kids,  and  I  know  many  people  feel  it’s 
time  something  was  done  for  them,” 


Soqui  said.  “They’ve  suffered  so 
much,  and  it’s  something  they  have  to 
live  with  the  rest  of  their  lives.  So  I 
said  i  ’Let’s  help  them.  ’” 

Her  idea  was  to  start  a  ti’ust  fund 
for  the  children  at  a  local  bank  and 
solicit  contributions  from  the  public. 
All  money  raised  would  goto  help  pay 
the  cost  of  psychiatric  counseling  the 
children  will  need.  . 

Finally,  after  being  turned  down  by 
seven  different  banks,  Soqui  ap¬ 
proached  Deseret  Federal  Savings, 
which  agreed  to  set  up  a  trust  account 
for  the  Hadfield  children.  Contribu¬

Mail  planecrashesin  Idaho; 
FAA  investigation  begins

SODA  SPRINGS,  Idaho  —  A 
twin-engine  mail  plane  vanished  from 
Federal  Aviation  Administration 
radar  moments  after  its  pilot  received 
permission  to  reduce  altitude,  an 
FAA  s)mkesman  said  Sunday. 

FAA  investigators  arrived  in  Soda 
S]n'ings  to  begin  investigation  into 
the  crash,  which  killed  the  pilot  and  a 
passenger. 

The  names  of  the  men  were  being 
withheld  ]jending  the  notification  of 
relatives,  said  a  dispatcher  for  the 
Caribou  County  Sheriffs  Office  in 
Idaho. 

Don  Grovak,  duty  officer  at  the 
FAA’s  Seattle  office,  said  the  Aero 
Commander  was  carrying  nearly  400 
pounds  of  mail. 

Grovak  said  the  ]4ane  was  in  con¬ 
tact  with  the  I’AA’s  regional  flight 
control  center  in  Salt  Lake  City  mo¬ 
ments  before  it  crashed  about  9:19 
p.m.  Fi'iday. 

Grovak  said  the  pilot  requested  and 


was  given  permission  to  drop  from 
16,000  feet  to  12,500. 

There  was  nothing  unusual  about 
the  request,  Grovak  said. 

The  plane  was  en  route  from 
Billings,  Mont.,  to  Salt  Lake  City. 

“There  was  no  indication  of  trouble. 
He  went  straight  down,”  after  talking 
with  controllers,  Grovak  said. 

The  wreckage  was  discovered  Sat¬ 
urday  about  15  miles  east  of  Soda 
Springs  in  the  Caribou  National 
Forest. 

The  aircraft  was  owned  by  Corpo¬ 
rate  Air  of  Billings. 

The  plane  left  Billings  Logan  Inter¬ 
national  Airport  at  8:03  p.m.  Friday 
with  two  men  aboard,  according  to 
the  FAA. 

The  pilot  has  been  identified  only  as 
a  Corporate  Air  employee  from 
Billings. 

The  plane  was  carrying  387  pounds 
of  mail,  including  about  50  pounds  of 
Express  Mail.  The  mail  was  en  route 
from  Billings  to  cities  in  the  South¬ 
west  and  West.

Cougars  nab  three  wins

The  BYU  Baseball  Team  took 
three  of  four  games  from  WAC  rival 
Wyoming  over  the  weekend,  splitting 
a  doubleheacler  on  Friday,  12-5  and 
12-17,  and  sweeping  a  doubleheader 
Saturday,  8-7  and  19-6. 

In  the  opener  Friday  the  Cougars 
came  out  slugging  when  left-fielder 
Gary  Daniels  hit  a  grandslam  in  the 
first  to  give  BYU  an  early  lead.  BYU 
never  looked  back  and  cruised  to  an 
easy  12-5  victory. 

On  the  mound,  starter  John  Sin¬ 
clair  went  all  the  way  and  picked  up 
his  fifth  win  of  the  season  against  no 
losses.  Sinclair  gave  up  five  runs  and 
scattered  10  hits  en  route  to  the  vic¬ 
tory. 

At  the  plate,  Daniels  and  second 
baseman  Paul  Cluff  each  went  3-3  and 
scored  five  runs  between  them. 

In  the  nightcap,  things  were  not 
quite  as  smooth  for  the  Cougars  as 
they  gave  up  eight  runs  in  the  top  of 
the  seventh. 

“Many  times  you  do  not  win  a 
game,  but  the  other  team  loses  it,” 
said  head  coach  Gary  Pullins  after  the 
second  game. 

The  Cougars  had  jumped  out  to  a 
7-3  lead  after  two  innings,  but  a  pair 
of  errors  in  the  seventh  enabled  the 
Cowboys  to  take  over.  Wyoming  sent 
11  men  to  the  plate  in  the  eighth  and 
hit  two  home  runs  in  the  inning.  Cou¬ 
gar  reliever  Paul  Prinz  took  the  loss. 
Prinz  is  now  1-2  on  the  season. 

On  Saturday,  the  Cougars  brought 
out  their  homerun  bats,  hitting  nine 
roundtrippers  in  the  two-game  sweep 
over  the  Cowboys.  In  the  first  game, 
catcher  Mike  Willes  hit  his  18th 
homer  of  the  season  in  the  first  in¬ 
ning,  putting  the  Cougars  ahead  3-1. 

However,  in  the  fifth  inning,  Cow¬ 
boy  left-fielder  Ken  Lake  hit  a  two- 
run  blast  that  capped  a  three  run  in¬ 
ning  putting  Wyoming  ahead  7-5.

The  Cougars  then  came  back  with  a 
run  in  the  bottom  of  the  fifth  and  two 
runs  in  the  sixth  on  five  walks  to  take 
a  8-7  victory. 

For  the  Cougars,  relief  pitcher 
Darrin  Kracl  came  on  in  the  sixth  and 
pitched  two  hitless  innings  for  the 
win,  moving  his  season  record  to  5-2. 

In  the  fourth  and  final  game  of  the 
series,  the  Cougars  jumped  out  to  a 
quick  2-0  lead  in  the  first  inning  when 
lead-off  hitter  Cluff  and  third-  base- 
man  Mike  Littlewood  hit  back-to- 


back  solo  shots.  The  Cougars  went  on 
to  hit  a  homerun  in  every  inning  be¬ 
fore  the  game  was  called  due  to  the 
10-run  rule  after  the  top  of  the  sev¬ 
enth. 

Cougar  Burt  Call,  who  was  the  re¬ 
serve  outfielder,  went  4-4  with  two 
homers  and  eight  RBI’s. 

BYU  is  now  22-8  on  the  season,  9-3 
in  the  WAC. 

The  Cougars  will  meet  state  rivals 
Utah  today  at  3  p.m.  in  Salt  Lake  in  a 
non-conference  battle. 


Lyle  new  Masters  champion; 
makes  comeback  on  1 8th  hole

AUGUSTA,  Ga.  —  Sandy  Lyle 
didn’t  expect  to  birdie  the  18th  hole. 

Mark  Calcavecchia  didn’t  expect 
Lyle  to  birdie  the  18th  hole. 

But  he  did. 

“You’ve  been  there  so  many  times 
over  the  years,”  Lyle  said.  “You.  try. 
to  put  things  out  of  your  mind,  con¬ 
centrate  on  the  line,  the  read,  the 
stroke. 

“It  all  came  together.  Bingo,”  the 
burly  Scot  said  Sunday  of  the  10-foot 
downhill  putt  that  dropped  into  the 
cup  and  made  him  the  first  British 
subject  ever  authorized  to  wear  the 
green  jacket  of  a  Masters  champion. 

It  wasn’t  the  putt  that  had  Lyle 
worried.  It  was  the  1-iron  tee  shot 
that  caught  the  first  of  two  huge  fair¬ 
way  bunkers  on  the  final  hole  of  the 
Augusta  National  Golf  Club  course 
that  had  brought  a  furrow  to  his 
brow. 

“I  thought  it  was  over,”  Lyle  ad¬ 
mitted.  “I  didn’t  think  I’d  have  a 
chance  to  get  to  the  green  from  that 
bunker.” 


But  he  did,  lashing  a  7-iron  from  the 
sand  onto  the  green  beyond  the  flag. 
The  ball  bit  into  the  green,  paused  for 
a  second,  then  backed  up  toward  the 
pin  while  the  gallery  pleaded  for  still 
more  roll. 

The  ball  stopped  some  10  feet  above 
the  cup. 

■  -  “L  didn’t  expect  him  to  birdie  the 
18th  hole  under  the  circumstances,” 
said  Calcavecchia,  who  had  the  lead 
alone  with  three  holes  to  play. 

The  recovery  from  the  trap  and  the 
putt  climaxed  a  great  comeback  for 
Lyle,  who  once  was  teetering  on  the 
brink  of  collapse. 

It  broke  a  tie  with  Calcavecchia  and 
left  the  American  thinking  of  what 
might  have  been. 

But  Calcavecchia  had  no  com¬ 
plaints. 

“I’m  happy  with  myself.  I  did  all  I 
could  do,”  he  said.  “I’ll  be  back.” 

Lyle’s  victory,  secured  with  a  final- 
round  71,  was  his  second  in  as  many 
weeks  —  he  won  the  Greater  Greens¬ 
boro  Open  last  week  —  and  enabled 
him  to  become  the  first  man  to  win 
three  titles  on  the  American  PGA

BYU’s  two  competitors  at  the 
NCAA  Swimming  and  Diving  Cham¬ 
pionships  failed  to  advance  beyond 
the  trials. 

Ng  Yue  Meng,  a  freshman  from 
Singapore,  placed  36th  in  Friday’s 
100-yard  breaststroke  competition 
with  a  time  of  57.74.  His  best  time  in 
the  100  breaststroke  is  55.69. 

Junior  Terry  Griffith,  from  Toole, 
Utah,  scored  413.40  points  on  the  one- 
meter  board  Thursday  to  finish  28th. 

Ng  came  from  Singapore  to  Utah  to 
start  the  1987-88  school  year.  He  at¬ 
tended  Utah  Valley  Community  Col¬ 
lege  for  the  first  four  months  and  then 
transferred  to  BYU  in  January. 

According  to  Ng,  coming  to  Amer¬ 
ica  has  been  a  learning  experience. 
He  said  he  likes  it  and  is  very  thankful 
to  have  the  opportunity  to  be  here. 

“People  here  are  fun.  They  are  very 
caring,”  said  Ng. 

Ng  also  said  he  thinks  there  are  a 
lot  of  rules  here.  But  that  could  be 
because  he  lives  with  his  assistant 
coach  David  Lim.  Lim,  also  from  Sin¬ 


gapore,  was  a  member  of  the  BYU 
Swim  Team  until  his  eligibility  ran 
out  last  year. 

“You  have  a  lot  of  rules  here.  I 
think  that  is  good  because  it  sets  high 
standards,”  said  Ng. 

Even  though  he  misses  his  family, 
Ng  said  he  is  very  lucky  to  be  here  at 
BYU  because  of  all  the  opportunities. 

“The  first  three  months  were  really 
hard,  but  after  that  I  got  used  to  be¬ 
ing  away  from  my  family,”  he  said. 
“They  encouraged  me  to  come  be¬ 
cause  they  knew  I  would  have  many 
opportunities  that  I  wouldn’t  have 
there.” 

Being  from  Singapore,  Ng  did  not 
realize  the  importance  of  the  NCAA 
Championships. 

“When  I  came  here  I  didn’t  know 
about  NCAA’s.  At  first  I  didn’t  think 
it  (qualifying  for  NCAA’s)  was  impor¬ 
tant, 

“I  was  just  trying  to  improve  my 
times,”  said  Ng.  “Then  I  realized  that 
it  was  a  big  deal.” 

Ng  said  the  hard  work  and  years  of 
training  pay  off  when  he  receives 
recognition. 

“The  results  make  it  worthwhile.

Calcavecchia,  a  man  from  the 
wrong  side  of  golfs  tracks  and  a  caddy 
as  recently  as  three  years  ago,  fin¬ 
ished  second  with  a  2-under-par  70  in 
the  bright,  warm  sunshine.  He  had  a 
282  total,  six  under  par.

He  then  left  school  to  serve  a 
mission  in  Peru  for  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Citiy  Saints. 
When  he  returned  to  the  team  in 
1975-76,  he  broke  a  hand  in  practice 
and  didn’t  compete  again. 

While  continuing  his  schooling  at 


BYU,  he  was  a  part-time  assistant 
women’s  gymnastics  coach  and  part- 
time  coach  at  the  Provo  Gymnastics 
Club. 

In  1976,  the  Cattermole’s  bought 
Provo  Gymnastics.  They  developed  a 
successful  progi’am  and  eventually 
moved  to  a  bigger  facility  in  Orem, 
renaming  their  club  the  All-American 
Gymnastics  and  Dance  Center. 

In  the  past  few  years,  Cattermole’s 
club  has  repeatedly  won  the  Class  I 
and  Class  II  state  championships,  as 
well  as  titles  in  lower  groups. 

He  has  coached  two  National  Ju¬ 
nior  Olympics  standouts  —  Marianne 
Willims  (now  a  freshman  at  BYU)  to 
first  place  on  the  beam  in  1985  and 
first  on  the  floor  in  1986;  and  Korie 
Jackman,  Springville  High  School,  to 
second  place  on  the  beam  in  1984. 

“The  challenge  at  BYU  is  to  be¬ 
come  recognized  as  a  major  college 
team,”  said  Cattermole.  “We  want 
BYU  to  be  among  the  national  con¬ 
tenders. 

“My  view  of  coaching  at  the  college 
level  is  to  develop  a  team  unity  and 
pride  in  the  university,  their  coaches 
and  their  team,”  he  said. 

“These  are  the  qualities  that  pull  a 
team  through  the  long  gi’ueling  colle¬ 
giate  season.”

American  women  try  Everest

SEATTLE  — When  Julie  Andrews 
sang  “Climb  Ev’ry  Mountain”  while 
gamboling  through  the  Alps  in  “The 
Sound  of  Music,”  she  probably  would 
have  been  happy  to  make  an  excep¬ 
tion  for  Mount  Everest. 

The  exception  is  the  rule  for  Diana 
Dailey  and  two  other  women  climbers 
from  the  Pacific  Northwest.  The 
three  will  get  a  chance  to  become  the 
first  American  women  to  scale  the 
29,108-foot  peak  as  members  ii  the 
1988  Northwest  American  Mount  Ev¬ 
erest  team. 

Those  interested  in  sponsering  the 
first  American  woman  on  top  of  the 
world  wanted  more  women  on  the 


team  to  improve  the  odds,  but  exjiedi- 
tion  leader  Jim  Frush  said  he  didn’t 
pick  team  members  by  gender. 

“I  was  against  adding  women  just 
to  add  numbers,  but  we  added  women 
and  still  stayed  strong  and  experi¬ 
enced,”  said  Dailey,  44,  a  high  school 
teacher  with  extensive  climbing  ex¬ 
perience  around  the  world. 

The  team  is  to  leave  Seattle  on  July 
20  with  plans  to  reach  the  summit  by 
late  September  or  October. 

The  other  women  are  Stacy  Al¬ 
lison,  30  of  Potland,  Ore.,  and  Peggy 
Luce,  29,  a  Seattle  bicycle  messen¬ 
ger.  Everest  has  been  conquered  by 
at  least  209  climbers,  six  of  them 
women.  So  far,  87  people  have  died 
trying.
